REGULAR CITY COUNCIL 


“The regular meeting of the City. 


Council was held on ‘Monday. evening 
last, with His Worship ‘Mayor John 
Collison in. the chair, and Aldermen 
Broughton, Goodey, Best, Stone and 
Turnbull in’attendance. /-° 4 
The Horticultural Society wrote the 
Council regarding the clean-up day; 
stating. that a meeting had been held 
jointly with the Board of Trade and 
Wednesday, May 4th, was set.aside as 
a clean-up... day. They wanted the 
Council to co-operate, ‘ 
After some. discussion it was deci- 
ded to proclaim’ Wednesday, May 4th; 
a half-holiday from 12 o’clock. ° 
Auditor Bowman reported the City 


accounts audited up to April 1st, and 


in first-class order. 

The solicitors reported on Mr. Wel- 
ton’s letter advising that doctor's bill 
be paid. ‘ ’ 

The Council discussed the question, 
Ald. Broughton and Stone contending 
the City could not be held responsible 
and the question was filed. : 

A motion was passed naming the 
street north of Block D, Plan K12, 
7th Street. This step was necessary 
for survey purposes. 

J. M. Garscadden wrote offering the 
City $125.00 for rental of Englewood 
property if the City would see that the 
property fences were kept ‘in repair. 

Major Briscoe wrote stating the 
Militia and the G.W.V.A. intended 
holding a sports day on May 24th, and 
asking permission to use the Exhibi- 
tion Grounds on that day. 

The baseball club also asked per- 
mission to use the Exhibition Grounds 
for a game on the 24th. 


Ald. Turnbull reported the Militia, 


and ball team were working together 
for the 24th. ; 

Ald. Turnbull and Broughton moved 
that D Co. 1st Alberta Regt. and the 
G.W.V.A. be granted permission to use 
the Exhibition Grounds on May 24th, 
and during the season for practice 
nurposes, and that the baseball club 
be granted permission to use the 
srounds for ball games and practices 
for the season oh condition that the 
above parties agree to be responsible 
for all damages to property while thev 
are in charge, and that the baseball 
club be permitted to erect bleachers 
behing home plate. Caryied, 

J. J. Gaetz, M.P.P., wrote from Ed- 
monton that the Red Deer Bill as am- 
ended had passed the committee. 

Ald. Best and Goodey moved that 
J. M. Carscadden be rented Engle- 
wood at a rental of $100 until Nov. 30. 
1921, Mr. Carscadden to repair the 
fences. Carried, 

The surveyor to the Lands Titles 
Office wrote asking for further infor- 
mation before title could be granted 
to certain streets. 

Commissioner Stephenson’ wrote 
asking the Dep. Minister of Municipal 
Affairs if there was any way that the 
Supplementary Revenue Tax could be 
estimated, as Red Deer having to 
roise $1,470.00 under this tax it would 
take months to work the tax out accu- 
rately. It would work out to a deci- 
mal with 19 figures. 

The Department answered they 
could see nothing else to do but to 
work the tax out ‘in the way stated. 

J. E. Welton, secretary of the Red 
Deer Exhibition Association, wrote 
drawing the Council's attention to the 
collapse of one of the Exhibition 
buildings, and asking that it be ré- 
nlaced. .

We 
note in the annual financial — state- 
ment of the Agricultural Societv that 
among the assets is an item, buildings 
$4795.00, It would be well to have the 
question of ownership on all the Ex- 
hibition bnildings settled at once, as 
the city hac been erarrving insurance 
onallthe buildings and repairing them 
in the past and if the city does not 
awn any or all of them monev should 
not be spent by the city on them. 

3. The street plans have been sent 
hack from the registrar for more de- 
tails. These have been furnished by 
R. Bruynseraede and the plans have 
been sent to the Department of Pub- 
lic Works for its approval. 

4. We have inetructed Foreman 
Jones to get Victoria Avenue road on- 
ened up as soon as possible. We 
recommend that a street light be or- 
dered nlaced on the bridge close to 
the railway crossing. We have re- 
quested the C. P. Ry. to move a tele- 
graph pole from the roadway and lay 
the crossing over the tracks. 

5. Copies of the building by-law as 
at present in force have been submit- 
ted to you for consideration in ac- 
cordance with your instructions. 

6. The Ford motor truck was order- 
ed, and we expect to have it in com- 
mission within a few days. 

7. We submit accounts 
authorization to pay.

with. such as. packing the .pumps, 
whereas the city has always paid the 
ec * of nacking. n 

We would recommend that the 
Western General Electric Company be 
requested to furnish the city with a 
statement of the amount of city wat- 
er used bv the company for filling: or 
flushing boilers or other purposes, 
since the contract was entered into. 


Revision of Water Rates 


We recommend that the Calgary 
rates at present in force be adopted. 
making base house rate $10.00 per 
year, and that meters be installed on 
large blocks having several tenants. 
public school, hotels and restaurants 
wherever possible, and that the new 
schedule come into force on July Ist. 
1921. 

The Council discussed the various 
methods of water rates. and were in- 
clined to adopt Calgary rates, but fur- 
ther discussion will take place on the! 
question. 

Ald. Turnbull ang Broughton moved 
that the Council adopt the commis- 
sioners’ rerort on the revision of wat- 
er rates. Carried. 

The Council then discussed 
other part of the report. 

Ald. Broughton and Turnbull moved 
that the Commissioners’ report in 
reply to questions asked bv the West- 
ern General Electric Co. be adopted. 
Carried, 

The building bylaw came up for 
discussion, but owing to the lateness 
of the hour it was decided to lav the 
bvlaw over to next meeting of the 
Council.

It is not generally known that the 
first Red Cross peace: work of an in-

This 
was the first united British Empire 
war relief work, and it is clalmed by 
its proponents that the conception of a 
world-wide league of Red Cross Soci- 
sties was the natural outgrowth of 
this drive.

"Teague of Red Cross Societies, the 
Canadian Red Cross has sent into 
Roumania a Canadian nursing mission 
consisting of 18 graduate nurses, 
whose high mission is to teach in that 
country modern nursing methods, The 
mission has the entire and euthusias- 
tic approval of the Roumanian Red 
Cross, and it is under the distinguish- 
e| patronage of tHe Queen of 
Roumania. 
Miss Dorothy Cotton, a graduate of 
the Royal Victoria Hospital, Montreal. 
It was organized under the direction of 
Madame Pantazzi, a native of Toron- 
‘o. who is married to a Roumanian 
officer. This circumstance is related 
to show the Red Crass is “Ilreaty 
busy uniting the race in the closor 
bond of assistance to those in need 
throughout the world.

GERMANY LIKELY 
TO FLOAT LOAN 
AND PAY ALLIES 


Will Make New Proposals in Effort 
to. Stave Off the Allies Occupation. 


Paris. April 20.—The Temps today 
publishes a dispatch under a Cologne 
date line giving what purports to he 
propositions which the newspaper 
says Germany will make to the Allies. 

According to the Temps, Germany 
proposes to pay to the Allies 3,000,- 
000,000 gold marks during 10 years. 
and also yearly payments equal to 
one-fifth of the value of German ex- 
ports to Allied countries during the 
preceding year. 

In order to realize a part of the 
above indemnities, says the dispatch, 
Germany proposes to issue an inter- 
national loan of 10,000,000,000 gold 
marks, upon which she is prepared 
to pay interest up to 4 per cent. The 
loan would be guaranteed by railway 
earnings and also by participation up 
to 20 per cent. in German private in- 
dustries. Germany then would he 
ready to discuss the total of its debt 
to the Allies, according to the dis- 
patch. : 

Germany also will offer reparations 
in kind, saying German contractors 
ang labor would undertake to  recon- 
struct a certain percentage of the 
work in Northern Farnce, and also 
work in Northern France, and also 
that German industry would supply 
French owners whose pronerty was 
destroyed, with materals, which would 
pe paid by bonds which the govern- 
ment of Germany would deliver to 
French owners. 

The Temps .in commenting on the 
disnatch, says: 

“Berlin is convinced that the propo- 
sitions would be rejected by the Al- 
lies, but insist on presenting them 
publicly, hoping that a certain part 
of opinion abroad will consider them 
suMicient to bring pressure to bear 
upon the Allies not to occupy the 
Ruhr region.” 


The Average Number of Men Work- 
ing During Past Year Was 9,688 


Ottawa. April 20.—The province of 
Alberta figured prominently before 
the coal committee of the house yes- 
terday ‘morning, when Hon. J. ot. 
Cote, minister of mines ofthat nrov- 
ince, appeared before the committee. 
We showed maps and gave data illus- 
trating the history of the coal fields. 
Following this up~ with interesting 
statistics: The average number of 
men working during the year. 9,688; 
the average days of idleness per mine. 
90; the approximate value of capital 
invested in equipment in active mines, 
$40,110,000, and in abandoned mines 
$10,000,000. The majority of the 
mines abandoned were from lack of 
market, but in three it was due to be- 
ing worked out. There were no labor 
troubles to speak of. : 

The amount of cold sold in 1920 
was as follows: Steam bituminous, 
3,272,863 tons, of which over two and a 
half million tons was to railways; 
domestic fuel, 3,066,599; anthracite. 
31.804: briquettes 101,693. The pos- 
sible production with present equip- 
ment and labor was °9,500.000 tons. 
which increased labor would increase 
to 121,000,000. The amount of coal 
imported into the western provinces 
was 2,436,786, mostly bituminous. 


TRANSPORTATION COST 


The transportation cost to Winni- 
peg, 931 miles from Edmonton, is six 
mills per ton mile; eight to Saskatoon 
and four to Vancouver, or about $4.90 
per ton to Winnipeg. 

‘The getting of cars when the mines 
were working was often very difficult, 
owing to the demand for grain haul- 
age at the same time. Mr. Cote stat- 
ed that to extend the market, water 
transnortation would be necessary, 
and this might be secured at a cost of 
about $20,000,000 spent on making a 
channel six feet deep by 150 feet wide 
in the Saskatchewan river. This 
would reduce the rate to Winnipeg to 
one and one-half mills per ton mile. 
This would also be of great service 
to the cities en route, such as Saska- 
toon, Prince Albert and to the mines 
of Northern Manitoba. 

In regard to labor, he showed that 
in 1912 the average amount of coal 


raised was 534 tons per man. while in! 
in | 


The wages paid 
1929 amounted to $119,310,066, the 
cost per ton for labor being $3.03, 
equal to two-thirds of the total cost of 
production. The total cost at pit 
mouth was $5.05. 

Full wage scales and tables were 
placed on record, examples of increas- 
es quoted being as follows: 1912, $2.89 
for a 10-hour day; 1920, $7.08 for an 
eight-hour day. Alberta coal could be 
marketed in Winnipeg about $2 per 
ton less than American. Mr. Cote 
detailed the efforts being put forth 
by the Alberta government to secure 
the Manitoba business.

JNO. A. CARSWELL, 
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WILL FUEL OIL FAIL? 


One scarcely realizes the huge in- 
dustrial structure we are building on 
our faith in the inexhaustibility of 
fuel of] until some fact came to light 
suggesting the coming end of that, 
supply. Transportation, manufacture, | 
farming, if suddenly deprived of this 
fuel, would collapse. If gradually 
deprived of it, or faced with a steady 
rise in market price, which has been 
the case for some time, all these lines 
of enterprise must shrink or shift to 
some as yet undeveloped source of 
power, 

It appears that the United States, 
for instance, has already reached the 
peak of its fuel oil production. Dur- 
ing the past sixty years that country 
has furnished two-thirds of the min- 
eral oil of the world, and while still 
the ercatest oil producing country, 
they consunt three-fourths of entire 
world’s product. Though in 1919 the 
Tnited States produced three hun-] 
dred and seventy-six million barrels, 
this was less than they consumed. Of 
Mexico’s eighty million barrels the 
United States used sixty million. 

When that country’s new shipping 
program is complete, their merchant 
marine and navy will use two hundred 
million barrels annually, it is claimed. 
At the present rate of increase in the 
production of motor vehicles, ft is es- 
timated that by 1925 the United States 
will be using eight hundred million 
barrels for automobiles alone. This 
is more than the entire world’s sup- 
ply now. , 

Much is hoped for from the zreat 
discoveries in the far north country, 
and the undeveloped oil fields’ of 
Alberta. But the expense in connec: ; 
tion with these oil fields is very 
heavy. These supplies will prolong 
the life of oll driven power, but prom- 
ise no cheaper power. 

St may as well be taken for granted 
that we have seen the end of cheap 
mineral oil, just as we have seen the 
end of cheap lumber and cheap land. 
Oil is a fixed quantity. Oil wells, it 
is found, are almost as quickly  ex- 
nausted as lumber forests. Systematic 
and sustained effort must soonbe made 
to develop an effective and economic 
fluid fuel as fuel oil supplies decline.

He said that the enforcement had 
been easier in.1919 than 1929, when 
the importation was again allowed.

In 
the warehouses of the province, esti- 
mated to contain millions of dollars 
worth of liquor, lay one of the chief 
obstacles of the enforcement of the 
law. The provincial police got little 
help from the public and in some in- 
stances not much from the municipal 
police.

THE WEEKLY SERMON 


A man shall be as an hiding place 
from the wind, and a covert from the 
tempest; as rivers of water In a dry 
place, as the shadow of a great rock 
in a weary land.—tsa 32.2. 


Our text reflects the conditions ob- 
taining in the land where it first found 
utterance. In order to appreciate the 
truths of the Bible we need to under- 
stand the life which it records. Very 
many of the difficulties which people 
have had in interpreting the thought 
of the Bible is due to their ignorance 
of these conditions and to our very 
matter-of-fact. prosy way of thinking. 

The land of Israel was situated on 
the highway between the two great 
empires of Egypt and Assyria, and in 
all ages has been the battle ground of 
conteniting forces. 

The political policy of Israel vacil- 
lated between alliances with either of 
these great empires, some of the poli- 
afeians favoring an allfance with As- 
syria, while others thought that the 

ray to safety lay in union with 
Bgypt. 

The policy of Isaiah was radically 
different. To his mind the way of 
safety and progress for the nation lay 
not in entangling alliances but in a 
strict independence. Freedom was to 
be found not with the uid of military 
power but in the moral character of 
the people. ‘Trust ye in the Lord 
Jehovah, for in the Lord Jehovah is 
everl'sting strength.” 

There is something startling in the 
figures which the prophet uses to 
express his thought of God’s care for 
His people. He likens God to a lion 
guarding His prey while a band of 
helpless shepherds cower before the 
‘king ot beasts. So God will guard 
Jernanlem, utterly ignoring the band 
of political schemers who would die- 
tate the policy of the nation. Again 
he likens God to the mother-bird as 
it flutters about its nest, sheltering

the lives of its offspring. This figure 
has prophetic significance as we recall 
the words of Jesus, “O Jerusalem, 
Jersualem, thou that stonest the pro- 
phets and killest those sent unto thee; 
how often would I have gathered thee 
as a hen doth her brood.” 

In these two striking figures in the 
preceding chapter the prophet sets 
forth the essential qualities of God's 
keeping power—strength and tender- 
ness; the strength of the king of 
beasts; the tender care of the mother- 
bird. 

Our text sets forth more clearly the 
internal conditions which will obtain 
within the life of the nation itself. 
“Princes shall reign with justice.” 

Very slowly we are learning today 
that the real guarantee of national 
prosperity lies in the moral character 
and religious faith of the people. The 
surging unrest of our age is due to the 
awakened desire for the organization 
of the lives of men and nations in 
harmony with the principles of jus- 
tice. 

Without expressing any opinion as 
to the guilt or innocence of the par- 
ties concerned in the lawsuit which 
looms so largely in the public mind in 
this community at the present time, 
we have no hesitation in saying that 
maladministration of justice on the 
part of the legal profession, or of the 
police, or of those in high authority, 
would do more to undermine the com- 
mon good than the presence in our 
midst of an army of criminals. 

The foundations of Empire 
grounded in righteousness. 

After all,the matter finally resolves 
itself into a question of the character 
of individual citizenship, and no more 
satsfactory ideal can be given than in 
the words of our text. As a shelter 
from the storm, as an oasis in the 
desert, as a flowing, life-giving stream 
in the wilderness, a man shall protect, 
inspire and enrich the lives of his 
fellow-men. In the midst of changing 
ideals, amid the storms of passion of 
prejudice and selfishness, no higher 
duty can be found than in arresting 
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the drift of debasing, ‘degenerati 1g 

tendencics, An 

“The longer on this earth we live, 

And weigh the various qualities of 
men, 

Seeing how most are fugitive 

Or fitful gifts at best of now and then, 

Wind-wavered, corpse-lights, daugh- 
ters of the few, 

The sore we feel the high, stern- 
feuitred beauty 

Of plai: devotedness to duty, 

Steadfast and still; not fed with mor- 
tal praise: 

But finding ample recompense 

For life’s ungarlanded expense 

In work done squarely and unwasted 
days.” 

No better epitaph than this could be 
desired, “He made faith In goodness 
easy to his fellow men.” 

Society needs in its midst men and 
women whose honesty, purity and up- 
right character gives them ao saving 
and enlightening quality, And not 
less do we need the sympathy and 
rrotecting interest which will shield 
the lives of others from the blasting 
blighting winds of thoughtless slander 
or malicious gossip. 

As we look back through the ages 
we do not wonder that men _ have 
found a fulfilment of this prophecy in 
the personality of Jesus. To us he 
has become the Rock of Ages inspir- 
ing us with confidence by His firm 
unremitting obedience to the will of 
God ang comforting our hearts by His 
presence and sympathy as the “Shad- 
ow of a great rock in a weary land.” 


THE OIL FIELDS 


In response to numerous enquiries 
that have been received since the dis- 
covery of oil in Western Canada, the 
Department of the Interior at Ottawa 
has just published a report entitled 
“Oil and Gas in Western Canada.” 

This report contains a description of 
the area, a resume of the progress of 
development in the oil and gas fields, 
a synopsis of the petroleum and nat- 
ural gas regulations governing the 


disposal of rights on Dominion lands, 
and information regarding provincial 
legislation and regulations governing 
the sale of shares, stocks, bonds, eto. 
It is accompanied by a map of the oil 
regions of Western Canada showing 
railways and steamboat routes. 

The Board of Public Utility Commis- 
sioners for the Province of Alberta, 
Department of Mines, and the Mining 
Lands and Yukon Branch of the De- 
partment of the Interior, contributed 
valuable statistical information which 
has been embodied in the preparation 
of this report by the Natural Re- 
sources Intelligence Branch, of the 
Department of the Interior. 

That specific and authoritative in- 
formation on the subject may now be 
had, will appeal to the prospector, 
capitalist, and student of conditions 
in western Canada.

MAJORITY FOR DRYS IS 
NOW OVER 135,000 


Later Returns From Ontario Increase 
Dry Vote; Prohibitionists Claim It 
Will Be 200,000. 


Pros- 


Toronto, April 19.—Incomplete re- 
turns on the referendum vote from 
72 out of 91 electoral districts in the 
province, show a “dry” majority of ap- 
proximately 135,000. As first returns 
indicated, the rural districts went 
overwhelmingly in favor of the pro- 
hibition of importation. Outside of 
the city ridings only five electoral 
ditsricts so far reported are in the 
“wet” column, and two of these—Fort 
William and Rainy River, and Port 
Arthur and Kenora—have so far fur- 
nished but meagre returns from the 
rural sections, which are showing 
“dry” majorities. The others are 
Alboma East, Temiskaming and Es- 
sex, while South Essex went dry. The 
whole country, with four small polls 
to hear from, give 605 wet majority. 

CLAIMING 200,000 

Dr. A. S. Grant, secretary of the 
Ontario referendum committee, still 
claims an ultimate majority of 200,000 
against importation. Returns of the 
vote are dribbling in slowly, only 
about half the electorate having re- 
ported. The big snowstorm of Sun- 
day last has caused delay in the re- 
turns being made, communication hav- 
ing been interrupted in some of the 
places. The official summing up of 
the vote throughout the province will 
take place on Wednesday, May 4. 
After that date each side will have 
seven days in which to demand a re- 
count,
